RECIPE OF THE MONTH 
from NEVENKA NOVCICH 

PRIGANICE or PRIKLE 

2 lbs. flour 
2 pkg. of yeast 

1 tsp. level of sugar 

2 tsp. of salt 

3-1/2 cups luke-warm water 


1. Soak the yeast and the suqar in 1 
cup of luke-warm water and rest for 10 
minutes. 

2. In large bowl sift 2 lbs. flour 
and to tsp. salt. 

Combine nos. 1 and 2 and slowly 
add 2-1/2 cups of luke-warm water. 

Knead for 15 minutes then cover the 
bowl with foil and rest in a warm place 


for about one hour or until it 
doubles. 

4 . Heat the oil on a large pan or 
a deep fryer about 1-1/2 inches of 
oil, when the oil is hot, start 
dropping the mixture by the tspfuls 
and turn as it browns. 

5. Sprinkle with sugar and serve.

THE FIRST YUGOSLAVS

Our first ancestors, in what 
is today Yugoslavia, migrated out 
of southwestern Russia in all prob¬ 
ability to avoid warfare. It is 
possible that our ancestors thought 
that the mountainous terrain of 
the Balkans would protect them from 
invaders. If so, they were absol¬ 
utely wrona! Their new homeland 
was the "soft underbelly" of Europe 
and as such was a natural invasion 
point. From their first arrival 
down to World War II, invader after 
invader and army after army would 
march through their lands. 

What were these first Yugo¬ 
slavs like? It is certain that 
they wanted to be left alone and to 
reproduce their own kind. In their 
villaaes, they practiced a form of 
democracy before they knew that the 
Greeks had a word for it. Our 
ancestors had a passion for liberty 
and independence and their love 
of freedom was all-consuming. Sadly, 
the Yugoslavs were to enjoy precious 
little of their political desires. 

So as not to reflect my bias, 

I have decided to quote a few non- 
Slav historians, regarding the First 
Yugoslav. The Byzantine historian 
Procopius, wrote in the sixth 
century, "The Slavs and the Anths 
are not ruled by one man alone; since 
ancient times they have lived under 
popular government (democracy), 
which is the reason why bo«th fortune 
and misfortune are shared by the 
whole community." A century later, 
the Byzantine emperor, Maurice 
wrote, "They cannot be induced to 
live in slavery or subjection; they 
are particularly brave and persis- 
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tent when fighting in their homeland. 
They can well stand heat and cold 
and rain, poverty and deprivation. 

To a stranger they are kind, accom¬ 
panying him willingly to his place 
of destination and protecting him... 
The Slavs have many kinds of animals 
and all sorts of grains which they 
keep in heaps. Their wives are 
extraordinarily devoted to them, 
so much so that many of them feel 
the death of their husbands as their 
own death and gladly kill themselves, 
convinced that the life of a widow 
is not worth living." 

Edward Gibbon, 19th century 
historian, said of the Slavs in his 
book, The Rise and Fall of the Roman 
Empire , "Their food and valuables 
were buried in the ground, but they 
would always dig up something to 
eat when a friendly stranger came 
along." 

It is interesting to note that 
even today certain characteristics 
of the "First Yugoslavs" are shared 
by modern day Yugoslavs. Hospi¬ 
tality, independence, hard work, 
defiance and tough-mindedness are 
a few of the traits that seem to 
have endured. 

How did the "First Yugoslavs", 
who were one people, fragment into 
Serbians, Croatians, Slovenians, 
Montenegrans, and Macedonians?

OUR TRIP TO THE OLD COUNTRY

We arrived in Dobrovnik, Yugo¬ 
slavia, on a stormy, rainy night, 
very tired and hunary after more 
than 24 hours of traveling, which 
included a seven hour stopover ii^_ 
London. We also encountered a p:^A 
lem at Dubrovnik airport, as the 
VW bus we ordered was not there and 
we had to drive two small cars for 
the next two days, until the VW 
became available. We slept for most 
of the next couple of days. It 
continued rainina and on the 
third and final day in Dubrovnik, 
we went sightseeing and visited 
the famous "walled city" of Dub¬ 
rovnik. We also walked the mile 
or more around the wall and stopped 
to visit with Charlotte Car's aunt 
who lives in the walled cit-. We 
also took a boat ride with an old 
gentleman in his own little boat 
and we toured the outer area of the 
city and around a small island 
called Lockrum. We didn't realize 
that the island is inhabited by 
nude sun bathers during the day, 
something that is very common in 
Europe, more so than in the United 
States, and no one seems parti¬ 
cularly concerned by it. 

In the evening we went to a^ 
to a typical Yugoslav restaurant 
apd were serenaded by a very loud

band playing American music. The 
food was very good. Most of us or¬ 
dered "Rafcnice", a dish we studied 
about in our Yugoslav class. Ra^nice, 
onsists of pieces of barbecued 
lamb and pork and served on a small 
skewer like a Kabob. The waiter 
brought a very large platter arid 
skillfully transfered all of the food 
from the platter to the individual 
plates. The head waiter overheard 
us speaking English and came over 
to our table to ask us where, in 
America we were from. When we 
replied, California, he told me 
about a relative in the San Fran¬ 
cisco area, thinking that I may 
know him. He told us of his up¬ 
coming visit to the bay area next 
year, and showed me a letter from 
his cousin in El Cerrito. He seemed 
impressed with my use of the Yugo¬ 
slav language and asked if I was 
originally from Slovenia. I didn't 
know if this was a compliment or not, 
as I always thought I spoke with a 
strict Brae accent. 

After dinner, we were all very 
tired, but also very excited, be- 
ause the next day we were to start 
'our journey to visit the first of 
our relatives, Teta Slavka Matkovic 
and her family on the island of 
Hvar.

I thought Dubrovnik was really 
a neat place to see. The people 
we stayed with were very nice, but, 
as always, its better when you 
stay with relatives. The walled 
city was "odli£no" (just exercising 
my Hrvatski). It was great to 
walk on the wall. I think though, 
if v/e had been more used to Yugo¬ 
slavia and its customs, we would 
have had a better time in Dubrovnik.
